‘Will Be Reported Favorably to the Sen- 
ate, and Probably Passed—The In-

Washington, July 19.—(Special.)—The 
anti-option bill was debated for some 
time in the senate this aftern>on. 

Senator Washburn, who has «harge of 
the bill, is attempting to get a vote upon 
it this session, but there are a dozen sena- 
tors who are determined that it shall not 
- be voted upon until next December. They 
claim that such important legislation 
should not be adopted without thorough 
consideration and debate. While there 
_ are enough votes to pass the bill, should 
it come to a vote, the opposition will pre- 
vent a vote by long continued debate, and 
the best opinion is that the bill will go 
over. 

The Brunswick Harbor Bill. 

The Brunswick harbor bill, which pass 
ed the house yesterday, will perhaps pass 
the senate this week. Objections had 
been made to the plan prop sed by Col- 
onel Goodyear, by the chief engineer of 
the war department, and the senate com- 
mittee, therefore, has declined to report 


the bill up to this time. It was introduced | 


in the senate at the same time as in the 
house. Senator Gordon called this morn- 
ing upon the chief engineer, and prevail- 
ed upon him to withdraw hi!s objections 
on the ground that it would cost the gov- 
ernment nothing unless the work y:roved 
successful. The engineer consented and 
the senate committee has agr»d to make 
a favorable report at once. 
Senator Gordon’s Health. 

SerMtor Gordon js in better health than 
he has been for a year past. He sys that 
his campaign work down in Geoty‘'a bas 
benefited his health materially, ard that 
fas soon as cungress adjourns, he will te- 
_ turn to the state and enter into the cam- 
paign in the tenth. He believes Mojor 
Black will win the race in ‘he tenth over 
Watson by a good majority, notwithstane- 
ing the belief which, be says, is preva‘cnt 
in other sections that \Vatso2 will be re- 
_ turned.

The World’s Fair Bill. 

The house today rof1sed to apprupriate 
$5,000,000 to the world’s fair, pu: the 
vote upon the senate amendent ts the 
sundry civil bill, makiog this appropria- 
tion, was much closer tha:a bad teen an- 
ticipated. It was 1.09 ro Lf1, or but 
twelve-amajority against the appropniaticn. 
All the Georgia members voted aya. vst it. 

While the appropriation wes stricken 
out, the house nevertheless ado;ted the 
senate amendment proviiing for the clos- 
ing of the fair on Suniays. Lbe vote on 
this stood 61 against to '47 for Sunday 
closing. The world's fair appropriation 
was the main point of disagreement 
in the sundry civil bill, ind as soon as 
this was disposed of, the ‘iouse ¢isposed 
of the bill by asking a conference of the 
senate on its amendment. ‘The conference 
committee of ihe two houses wiil meet 
tomorrow, and begia ‘he consideration of 
the bill. Should the senate cinverees 
agree to let the world’s fair appropriation 
go, an agreement can be reached very 
soon. But should they conclude that if 


_ they refuse to recede the house would 


accept the amendment appropriating the 
$5,000,000, then there might be a deadlock 
which would prolong the session for a 


Week or two. 


_ While the vote in the house was close 
that was due to the absence of a number 
of members who would vote against the 
appropriation. The house will never ac- 
‘Gept it, and the senate sooner or later, 
will recede. There is some talk to the 
effect that the Chicago people would not 
accapt the appropriation coupled with 
the Sunday closing amendment. If that be

Mr. Morgan sustained it in a long argu- 
ment, and it was opposed by Messrs. Sher- 
man and Allison. r. Sherman moved to 
refer it to the committee on finance. It 
went over without action, and, at 2 o'clock 
Pp. m., the anti-option bill was laid before 
the senate. Mr. Wolcott said that he 
did not know of any more important 
question to be considered by the senate 
that the resolution which had just been 
under discussion, and he moved that the 
senate again proceed to its consideration.

Manderson, that it would displace the anti- 
option . bill and by Cockrell 
that it would kill the bill, The motion was 
rejected—yeas, 7; nays, ex ; 

The yeas were Messrs. Brice, Gibson, of 
Louisiana: Gibson, of Maryland; Hiscock, 
Sanders, Vest and Wolcott. 

The presiding officer laid before the sen- 
ate a message from the president returning, 
without his approval, the senate bill to 
amend the act establishing a circuit court 
of appeals and to define and regulate the 
jurisdiction of United States courts in the 
matter of Indian depredation claims. The 
message was read and was, on motion of 
Mr. Vest, referred to the judiciary commit- 
tee. The effect of the first provision of 
the bill, the president thinks, would be to 
defeat the general purpose of congress in 
constituting an intermediate court. His 
chief objection, however, is to the third sec- 
tion, which provides that no appeal shall 

allowed from the judgment of the court 
of claims in these cases, There were 3U,- 

of these claims, aggregating $30,000,- 
000. A number of them involved $100,- 
000 each, a few as much as half a million 
and one over a million. He could not ap- 
prove the bill, which absolutely denied to 
the government an opportunity of appeal- 
ing from judgments in such cases. 

The anti-option bill was again taken up 
and was read in full by the clerk. Sundry 
amendments to the anti-option _ bill 
were presented by Messrs. Washburn, 
Jones, of Arkansas, and Gibson, of Louisi- 
ana, to be printed and to be offered at the 
proper time. 

Mr. Stewart made an argument against 
the bill, but_he soon drifted into bimetal- 
lism. After Mr. Stewart had closed his re- 
marks on the anti-option bill Mr. Hiscock 
obtained the floor, but was not prepared to 
speak today. . 

The senate proceeded to vote on amend- 
ments heretofore offered by Mr. Washburn, 
and they were all agreed to without ques- 
tion. A substitute was’offered for the bill 
by Mr. George on part of himself, Mr. Coke 
and Mr. Pugh. The substitute was ordered 
printed. 

The bill was then laid aside informally 
and a reprint was ordered with the amend- 
ments agreed to and those proposed. After 
disposing af a number of bills on the cal- 
endar a message announcing the action. of 
the house on the sundry civil appropriation 
bill was laid before the senate, including 
the house provision in relation to the Pink- 
erton detective force. 

Mr. Allison said in regard to the latter 
that he had no doubt of its meeting the 
approval of the senate, but that its phras- 
eology might have to be modified and that 
it should be in its appropriate place. On 
his motion, therefore, that amendment was 
disagreed to and a conference then agreed 
to on the whole bill.

THE NEW JUSTICE. 


Hon. George Shiras, of Pennsylvania, Ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Bench. 

Washington, July 19.—The president today 
nominated George Shiras; Jr., of Pennsylvania, 
to be justice of the United States supreme 
court. 

Mr. Shiras is a leading member of the bar 
of Pittsburg where he was born sixty years 
ago. He was a member of the famous class 
ot 53 at Yale and graduated with distinguish- 
ed honors and after stduying law was admit- 
ted to practice in 1856 in Pittsburg, where he 
has since resided. He has never held public 
officers nor has he ever served on the bench. 
At the instance of his friends he -was a candi- 
date for the United States senate at one time, 
but was defeated by Mitchell. His nomination 
was warmly endorsed by prominent republic- 
ans and business men of Pittsburg and by 
Representative Dalzell, in whose district he 
lives. He is a pronounced republican, but has 
never been very active in — The presi- 
dent and attorney general have only a casual 
acquaintance with him and as the latter 
expressed it he was selected solely on ac- 
count of his high legal attainments and per- 
sonal integrity. '

Nearly All the Members of the Na- 
tional Committee 


HAVE REPORTED READY FOR DUTT. 


Some Opposition Has Sprung Up to 
Harrity as Chairman, 


BUT LET THE CANDIDATES SAY 


Whom They Prefer for That Position and 
He Will Be Elected—Georgia’s 
Representative Quoted. 


New York, July’?19.—The national dem- 
ocratic committee will meet in this city 
tomorrow evening for the purpose of or- 
ganizing and laying out the preliminary 
work of the campaign. Nearly all the 
members are already in the city and the 
greatest interest is being manifested by 
prominent democrats from all over the 
country in the meeting of the committee. 
Although the first meeting of the commit- 
tee is called for tomorrow evening it is 
expected that owing to the notification cer- 
emonies the committee will merely effect 
a temporary organization and adjourn until 
the following day. ae 

On Wednesday the committee will effect 
its permanent organization and immediate- 
ly following this will come a conference 
between the committee and Cleveland and 
Stevenson. Arrangements for this confer- 
ence are still in embryo and its nature will 
depend much on the wishes of the two can- 
didates. It is though by some that the 
latter gentleman may not deem it wise to 
meet the committee in formal session and 
in that event the conference will be an in- 
formal one, held with individual members 
of the committee after the adjournment of 
that body. 

Slight Opposition to Harrity. 

Indications are still favorable to the se- 
lection of William F. Harrity, of Penn- 
sylvania, as chairman of the national com- 
mittee, but there has suddenly developed 
a slight opposition to the selection of the 
Keystone State as the leader of the cam- 
paign. This opposition, so far as it has 
become manifest, is confined to the south- 
ern states, where Cleveland is the strong- 
est, but where respect for Tammany is 
most potent. The committeemen who ex- 
press doubts as to the wisdom of select- 
ing Harrity are perfectly frank in stating 
that they fear that Harrity’s selection would 
be displeasing to the regular New York 
democracy, and that every attempt should 
be made to conciliate the militant democ- 
a A in the great pivotal state of New 
Pork. 

Secretary S. P. Sheerin, of the national 
committee, arrived in the city today and 
opened temporary headquartérs at Tifth 
Avenue hotel. 

Let the Candidates Choose. 

A careful canvass of the national com- 
mitteemen in this city tonight shows that, 
whatever doubts there may be in some 
quarters as to the wisdom of Harrity’s 
selection, there is a unanimous desire to 
select as chairman the man who will be 
most agreeable to Cleveland and Steven- 
son. An instance of this is afforded in the 
position of Clark Howell, editor of The 
Atlanta Constitution and national com- 
mitteeman from Georgia. Mr. Howell 
was one of Hill’s most loyal supporters 
in the south, but he states that he is favor- 
able to the selection of a chairman who 
is the choice of Cleveland and Stevenson, 
even though that man be Harrity, of Penn- 
sylvania, and so the chairmanship may be 
said to depend entirely upon the choice of 
the party candidates and there is a general 
impression that Harrity is the choice of 
these gentlemen since Whitney has posi- 
tively declined to be considered in this 
connection. 

Sheerin Will Be Secretary. 


The re-election of Mr. Sheerin, of In- 
diana, as secretary of the committee, is 
a forgone conclusion, as Sheerin has no 
opposition and is the unanimous choice of 
the committee.

THE CHOLERA RIOTS. 


Graphic Description of the Horrible Affair 
at Saratoff. 

London, July 20.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Daily News says the Russian 
minister of interior has prohibited the sale 
of The St. Petersburg Gazette, owing to 
its publisumng true accounts of the cholera 
epidemics, denying the official versions. 
The Szaft Listck publishes the details of 
the Saratoff riots. lt states that the popu- 
lace, infuriated by hearing that the reports 
of cholera were invented by the doctors, 
only waited for a pretext for a riot. 

In the first place a young man, mistaken 
for a doctor, was attacked, and when a 
friend tried to protect him both were stoned 
lw ucdlit, theese Uvluidsd vellig MULLivUIyY lim 
gled. The mob tnen spread over te city, 
wrecking hospitals, the houses of doctors, 
hotels and apothecary shops and 
cholera patients from the various places 
which they were confined. 

Nurses were cruelly beaten by the mob, 
and deadly attacks were made on the 
hospital attendants and surgeons. The im- 
perriled men begged for mercy on fheir 
knees, but the mob was pitiless, and killed 
all whom they could find. One doctor took 
refuge in the belfry of a church, and the 
mob was only prevented from entering the 
building and killing him by the priests 
standing in the doors of the church, hold- 
ing aloft crucifixes, and loudly exhorting 
the maddened people to desist. 

A man dressed as a cholrea patient, and 
covered with lime, then appeared, and told 
the excited crowd that he had just escaped 
from a hospital where they wanted to 
bury him alive. The mob thereupon rushed 
about like fanatics to do further mischief, 
and the condition of affairs grew so seri- 
ous that troops were summoned to quell 
the disturbance. The people then stoned 
the soldiers, who fired several volleys into 
their midst, killing or wounding many of 
tuem. Troops were then distributed 
throughout the town. The cathedral was 
guarded with @ cannon, and the town had 
the appearance of a military camp. 


SPREAD OFESTHE CHOLERA. 


The Russian Press Alarmed Over ti Situa- 
tion—A Suggestion. 

St. Petersburg, July 19,—It is setii-offi- 
cially stated that the plague has broken out 
in the province of Khorasan, Persia. The 
Novesti urges the necessity for an interna- 
tional agreement to stamp out the disease 
and to save Europe from contagion. 


CYCLONE AND VOLCANO. 


Between the Two, the Italians Are Having a 
Hard Time. 

Rome, July 19.—The province of Raigo, 
in the northern part of Italy, was swept by 
a terrific cyclone today. An enormous 
amount of property was destroyed and it 
is reported many lives were lost. The 
village of Polesalla, on the bank of the 
river Po, seven miles south of the’ town of 
Ravigo, and containing nearly four thou- 
sand inhabitants, was almost completely 
wiped out of existence.

Trouble in the South. 

The Constitution has made no attempt 
to conceal from its readers the unpromis- 
ing condition of affairs in the south, a 
condition that has grown out of unwise 
agitation, intemperate legislation and per- 
nicious litigation. We could not conceal 
it if we would, for, in one shave or an- 
other, it is bound to make itseif felt. 
It is not confined to Georgia, but covers 
the whole territory which has been the 
theater of such remarkavle industrial de- 
velopment during the past fifteen years. 

The Galveston News draws a striking 
picture of this situation. It is a picture 
in which the colors may be somewhat 110 
thickly laid on, but, in the main, it is 
true enough to give puuse’ for thought. 
Referring to the bright prospects which 
existed a few years ago, and compesring 
it with the outlook of today, The Guives- 
ton News remarks that “the people cf the 
south, through their political ag taticns, 
their legislatures and their courts, have 
alarmed capital and alienated the ccnfi- 
dence of enterprising investors.” Con- 
servative capital puts its veto on the spirit 
of enterprise “when it sees along the 
southern borders yellow fags udvertising 
an epidemic of a vast, ¢omplicacd pesti- 
lence of political, legislative ani indus 
trial distempers.” 

Our contemporary reviews the condition 
of affairs in the whole -«outh, ard thus 
concludes: 

In Texas a further step on the line of en- 
ergetic confiscation was taken in railroads 
run to earth and afterwards hauled into the 
state courts to be cperated in the interest of 
political favorites, regardless of the rights 
of capitalists who paid for them. The south, 
including Texas, has about lost her credit. 
Money is scarce and high in Texas and througb- 
out the south, while it is abundant and cheap 
in the east and other portions of the coun- 
try. Our politics, our iegislation, our judg- 
ments stand up to condemn us, and we must 
pay the penalty. With the refusal of the peo- 
ple, of the legislatures, of the courts to pro 
tect investments in southern railroads, in south- 
ern coal mines, in southern lands, there comes 
a want of confidence, scarcity of money, high 
interest, hard times. We must pay well for 
our own folly. That is a debt from which 
no fclitician or court can pro :ct us. - 

This is plain prose. There is more truth 
than poetry in it. Our people seem to 
have deliberately thrown away an oppor- 
tunity such as no section of this country 
has eyer had. Quick-witted capital had 
seqn its opportunity and had pushed and 
Was preparing to push railroads into every 


merely the beginning, for railroads are 
simply the pioneers of that larger indus- 
trial development which counts for every- 
thing. 

At the critical moment the crusade 
against the corporations began, not a 
reasonable or wise crusade—for that bad 
taken place some years before—but a wild 
and witless agitation stirred up by dema- 
gogues, some crazy for offive or actoriety, 
and.others crazy for fees. The Galveston 
News credits the railroad commission of 
Georgia with the trouble, and gives it a 
slap in passing, but the conclusious of 
The News are wide of the mark. There 
was and is nothing in the commission cal- 
culated to hamper railroads. The board 
was established in 1878, and has given 
entire satisfaction. Since then the state 
has enjoyed its most profitable period of 
railway development. 

No; the trouble was not :n the commis 
sion; but in that mischievous spirit which, 
taking advantage of the yventiment that 
established the commission, .ontinued the 
crusade against “soulless *orporaiions,” 
whipped and agitated the opposition to 
railroads into fury, threatened them in 
the legislature and in the courts, and 
made senseless attacks on a combination 
of railroad d@pterests and capital which 
had for its purpose the building up of 
Georgia and this whole section as the 
east and west have been built up. 

The result of that agitation is the pres 
ent situation. Our railroad system has 
gone to pieces and capital has run to 
cover. Atlanta has been badly hurt; 
Georgia has been hurt; the whole south 
has been hurt. Those who are fond of 
wrecks and paralyzed interests may have 
a fattening time, but the people will 
suffer. 

It is a long and costly route over which 
we have gone to get back to the motto of 
the state—wisdom, justice and modera- 
tion. If we are not there yet, Jet us get 
there as promptly as and stay 
there,

A 
man cannot help it. The acquisition of 
money becomes a trade, and a man is 
proud of his success in it and wants to 
maintain his reputation. He esnnot take 
a rest. If he does, people will say that 
he has lost his grip. So he has to keep 
right on working just as hard to get a 
little more as he worked when he started 
out to make his first thousand dullars. A 
man has to be very strong-tninded to give 
up business entirely when all his cronies 
in Wall street are urging him to try new 
ventures. 
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The Convention Today.

He has served 
about half his sentence, and is suffering 
from old wounds received prior to his 
sentence. His conduct has been good as 
a convict, and the petition for his pardon 
was signed by the judge, the solicitor 
general, several members of the grand 
jury and a number of citizens. Dickerson 
has been serving his time in the Fulton 
county chaingang. He was released yes- 
terday efternoon. 

Sampson Jordan, colored, who received 
a pardon, was sentenced, in 1887, by the 
superior court of Wayne county tw ten 

ears in the penitentiary for assault with 

tent to murder. The petition for his re 
lease was signed by the judge who sentenced 
him and a number of prominent citizens. 
Jordan has served half of his term, and 
his conduct has been good. He was con- 
yicted on circumstantial evidence not free 
from doubt. The circumstances were that 
a watchman at a depot had heard a noise 
about some cars. Going to learn the cause 
of it, he saw a man running away. The 
fleeing man turned, fired and wounded the 
watchman. Another negro was arrested, 
but he proved an alibi. Then Jordan was 
arrested because he looked like the man 
who ran away. Jordan says that he was 
at home with his wife on the night of the 
shooting. 

The third fortunate was Steve Clark, 
colored, who was convicted in April, 1851, 
in Telfair county, for manslaughter. He 
Was sentenced to fifteen years. He has 
served eleven years, and his conduct has 
been very good. A large petition was present- 
ed for him, and it was signed by the judge, 
the solicitor general and many citizens.

Builded Last Night, 


WILL THEIR AIRY STRUCTURES STAND P 


An Enthusiastic Meeting of the Third 
Party Delegates Last Night—Some 
Hopeful Speeches. 


The delegates to the third party conven- 
tion indulged in a little preliminary skir- 
mishing last night. 

Their opening guns were noisy, and 
plentifully charged with powder. They 
were harmiess guns, however. Anybody 
within three squares of 271-2 Alabama 
street last night could have heard a succes- 
sion of loud yells between the hours of 8 
and 11 o’clock. 

The yelling was being done in Emmet 
hall, and about two hundred and fifty 
third party delegates had a mouth in it. 

The seating capacity of the hall wasn’t 
half sufficient for the number of delegates, 
and many stood up through the meeting. 
The room was oppressively hot—a veritable 
sweat box—and when tlre numerous orators 
came forward they always prefaced their 
remarks by pulling off their coats and 
rolling up their sleeves. 

The makeup of the crowd was striking. 
Every face was sunburned, and there were 


beings present. Just from the plowhandles, 
with hands hardened with toil, and faces 
rugged, they looked little like politicians. 

Misguided and deluded as they may be, 
these men gathered in Johnson’s hall last 
night are not bad men.

AND HE MAKES HIS REPORT 


To the General Council and Shows That 
the Ground Can Be Had—W hat 
Mr. Reneau Says About It. 


If there is anything that Atlanta needs 
at the present time more than anything 
else it is a new cemetery, | 

There are many reasons assigned by the 
advocates of a new cemetery for the pur 
chase of a suitable tract of land by the city 
as a burial ground for the dead, but the 
principal reason for such a step is fognd in 
the fact that Oakland is now crowdéd with 
graves. 

The city needs a burial ground for the 
rich and poor alike, a cemetery to be maz- 
aged and régulated under the supervision 
of its own officers, and in which the hum- 
blest as well as the richest can feel that 
they have a sacred interest. 

A resolution looking towards the selection 
of a suitable lot for the purpose of a cem- 
etery was introduced in the city council 
about two months ago by Mr. Reneau. 
As the author of the resolution he was 
named as the chairman of the special com- 
mittee and with two or three other members 
of the council was authorized to look out

The committee made its report last Mon- 
day and recommended the purchase of 30U 
acres of land situated just east of thé Sol- 
diers’ Home. It was offered to the city 
at $200 an acre, or $60,000 for the entire 
piece of land. The payments to be made 
were $15,000 cash, payable the ist of Jan- 
uary, 1893, and $15,000 for each succeed- 
ing year until e purchase money was 
paid, the deferred payments bearing 1n- 
terest at 6 per cent per annum from the 
1st of January, 1893. ‘The parties offering 
the land to the city agreed in the event ot 
the purchase to extend the dummy line to 
the cemetery and to give the city a schedule 
of not less than one car an hour from 4 
o'clock in the morning until 8 o’clock in 
the evening. They also agreed to furnish 
a funeral car for the purpose of conveying 
the dead for the benefit of the city residents. 

The report met with objection on the 
ground that the city was not able to pay 


the amount, but after discussion by the mem- | 


bers it was referred to the committee ou 
finance, of which Mr. Rice is chairman. 
It is likely that, after considering the ad- 
vantages of the offer and the profits to acs 
crue to the city from the sale of the lots, 
that the committee will recommend an ap- 
propriation and move the adoption of the 
ordinance, 
Councilman Reneau Talks. 


Councilman Reneau, who introduced the 
original resolution and who as chairman 
of the committee to look out for a site, 
has spent: considerable time in going the 
rounds of the county with Mr. W. P. 
Hill, was seen yesterday afternoon in re- 
ard to the new cemetery. 
. “It is the best offer,” said he, “that the 
city will ever have and the purchase can 
be made without spending a dollar of the 
city’s revenue. We can realize from the 
sale of 150 acres of the old waterworks 

roperty, at $400 an acre, enough to pay 
or the entire tract, but only enough is re 

uired to make the payment of $15,000 the 
first of January. ‘The proceeds arising 
from the sale of the lots will be sufficient 
and over for meeting the additional ,pay- 
ments as rapidly as they can mature. 

“Now about using the old waterworks 
for a cemetery?’ the question was asked. 

“A number were in favor of the old 
waterworks,” said he, “but after looking 
into the matter it was found that the law 
prohibited the location of a cemetery 
within four miles of the passenger depot.” 

“What about the objection raised to the 
to of the tract outside of the county 
: its ” : 

“I consulted with Mr. Hill before the re- 
port was made and he gave it, as his opin- 
ion that nothing was in the way of locat- 
ing the cemetery in DeKalb. It is not 
likely that the county would tax the cem- 
etery simply because it belonged to Atlan- 
ta, when cemeteries are everywhere ex- 
cluded from taxation.” 

“It is a natural necessity,” continued 
he, “that Atlanta should control a ceme- 
tery in the interest of her citizens and sell 
the lots to the people at the actual cost of 
keeping them up. If a poor mechanic 
who works for his daily bread and depends 
upon her weekly earnings for the support 
and maintenance of his family, happens 
to die, his wife is obliged to send his remains 
to another place or bury her dead in the 
pauper’s lot. If she undertakes to buy an 
expensive lot she encumbers her home with 
a mortgage and shoulders a debt that she 
finds it difficult to overcome, The want 
of a cemetery for the poorer classes is 
driving a great many: people away from 
Atlanta. 

“The purchase of a tract of land that 
the committee has recommended will set- 
tle the question of a cemetery for a hun- 
dred years. The number of acres will ac- 
commodate an infinite number of graves 
and its distance from the city will give the 
latter an opportunity to spread without ap- 
proaching for years the neighborhood of 
the cemetery. We are spending millions 
for the benefit of the living and it is noth- 
ing but ht that we should spend a few 
thousand for the benefit of the dead.”

He Thinks It Only s Question of Time 
Before Organization Will Obtgin—En- 
couragement the Word.

They have been the making of Atlanta 
and will continue so just as long as they 
are fostered and new Ones temptingly in- 
vited. 

Every wide-awake business man. can easi- 
ly realize this, and has indeed, already real- 
ized it.

Weather Crop Bulletin for Alabama. 


Auburn, Ala., July 19.—(Special.)—The 
mean temperature for the past week was 
apparently about 3 degrees below the nor- 
mal. The rainfall was very heavy, being 
several inches above the normal. ere 
was very little sunshine and the days were 
cloudy, with heavy showers over the whole 
state. The precipitation was excessive in 
west Alabama, causing disastrous floods 
and much consequent suffering among the 
people and the stock along the Warrior 
and Tombigbee rivers. ; 

Captain Wright, of Livingston, states 
that “‘cotton and corn on bottom lands in 
Sumter county have been injured to the 
amount of probably $150,000. The rain- 
fall here for the past fifteen days in July 
amounts to 8.75 inches. Only twice in 
the last twenty-four years have we 
more than this for the entire month of 
July. In 1872, July gave us ten inches, 
and in 1884 we had twelve inches for the 
same month.” 

Crops on lowlands all over the state are 
badly damaged by high water. The in- 
creased acreage of corn, however, promises 
good average results, and on the uplands 
it is doing finely. The excessive rains have 
injured the fruit crop materially; grapes, 
peaches and melons are suffering for lack 
of sunshine, and are rotting badly. Farmers 
universally give gloomy reports about the 
cotton crop; in the sections where it is 
not ruined by floods it is running too much 
to “weed,” and not putting on squares; it 
is also very grassy, and it will be difficult 
to elean the fields without injuring the 
plants.

Observer Weather Bureau, 
Director Alabama Weather Service. 
Weather Crop Bulletin for North Carolina. 


Central Office, Raleigh, N. C., July 19.— 
(Special.}—The reports of correspondents 
of the weekly weather crop bulletin, is- 
sued by the North Carolina state weather 
service, for the week ending Monday, July 
18, 1892, show that more favorable condi- 
tions have prevailed during the week; the 
temperature, however, was deficient on all 
but Friday and Saturday, when the sky 
was clear and air very warm, the tempera- 
ture exceeding YO degrees. 

These few days of fair weather were of 
great benefit to farmers, and caused con- 
siderable improvement in crops. The rain- 
fall this week was about normal, except in 
the western district where it was above 
the normal. There were some local, heavy 
rains also. 

Crops on low, poorly drained land have 
suffered most from the wet weather. The 
grape crop is excellent. During the coming 
week the weather will be generally warm 
with occasional showers the first half. 

Eastern District—The ground continues 
too wet to admit of work in the fields in 
most parts of this district, which is injuri- 
ous to all crops and favorable for growth of 
weeds. The few days of warm weather 
after the cool spell and the rains have 
caused corn to fire in some places. Melons 
are damaged considerably. Rice is still 
doing well. Cotton suffers more than any- 
thing else from the wet weather. 

The following rainfalls for the week are 
reported: Wilmington, 1.74 inches; Golds- 
boro, 0.67; Lumberton, 0.62; Newbern, 
1.31; Weldon, 1.58; Southport, 0.85. 

Central District—Crops have improved 
during the past week, owing more to favor- 
able weather conditions. The rainfall was 
about the average, but heavy showers oc- 
curred at a few places. Corn has suffered 
from rain, but by careful cultivation will 
be all right again, except on badly washed 
lowlands. Cotton is in poor condition. 
Tobacco needs work and sunshine. There 
is promise of an excellent crop of grapes. 

Rainfalls reported: Raleigh, 0.13 inch; 
Chapel Hill, 0.26; Oak Ridge, 1.11; May, 
142; Auburn, 0.75; Lexington, 1.00; 
Greensboro, 0.72; Smithfield, 1.45. 

Western District—The rainfall has been 
still above the normal in this district. 
Corn, according to most reports, is doing 
well, it is in excellent condition on uplands, 
but below the average and greatly injured 
by water in the bottoms. Tobacco is slight- 
ly affected by rust in a few places. Cotton 
is reported as poor with too much weed, 
but has improved some during the past 
week. Grape crop is good. Work is still 
behind. 

Rainfalls reported: Dallas, 1.75 inches; 
Salisbury, 1.20; Davidson, 2.14; Williams- 
boro, 1.00; Statesville, 1.85; Mt. Pleasant, 
1.00; Asheville, 2.138; Edneyville, 2.70.

Cusseta, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)\—The fruit 
crop in this section was never finer than it is 
this year. Our poe will soon commence to 
imitate the golden example of S, H. Rumph, 
of Marshalliville, and we hope before many 
Years the little town of Cusseta will be made 
famous by some enterprising spirit here in 
the same manner that Mr. Rumph has made 
fame for the little village of Marshaliville. 

The corn crop in this section is as good as 
the land will make it, and the farmers have 
planted more largely of cereals than ever be- 
fore. The cotton ¢Top which has been very 
fine for the present year has been dama 
incalculably by the recent heavy rains.

Savannah, Ga., July 19.—(Special.

The New Central Depot of the Consolida- 
ted Company Will Shortly Be Com- 
pieted and Will Be an Ornament. 


The Atlanta Consolidated Street Reail- 
way Company has given this city the finest 
street car service of any city in the south, 
but the half has not been told. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, the general manager of 
this magnificent system, has in contempla- 
tion a great many more improvements that 
will greatly add to the city’s transportation 
facilities. 

Ouly one lonely line is now supplied with 
horse cars and it will soon be a thing of 
the past. It is the Wheat street line, and 
just as soon as the more pressing work on 
the other lines is completed, it will be re 
placed by an electric car line equipment. 

The work to be done at present is the 
finishing up of the track on Peachtree. 
The laying of the asphalt, preparations for 
which have already begun, make it nec- 
essary that this be pushed through as rap- 
idly as possible.
